BAR  MONOPOLY  CONSIDERED. 
JCiWhihle  Harvey  has  addressed  a  forcible  letter  to  the  Times, 
m  subject  of  the  Inner  Temple  regulations.  The  Standard  Mizes 
the  occasion  of  this  appeal  to  express  its  own  opinions  on  the  question, 
asd  finds  that  the  best  arrangement  will  be  to  withdraw  from  the  Lavv 
Sod«li«  the  power  of  determining  the  eligibility  of  candidates  for  the 
Bit  ai^  to  transfer  it  to  the  Universities,  whose  degree  of  Master  of 
ton  should  be  the  qualification  for  admission  to  the  Ions.  This 
fwldbewhatis  vulgarly  described  as  exchanging  tlie  frying-pan  for

*  **  What  is  wanted  by  the  publie  is  the  utmost  possible  coinpetUioii..of 
talents;  what  is  wanted  by  tbe  profession  is  the  least  possible  competition. 
If  a  man  possessed  of  the  highest  tafeots  and  learning  could  be  obtalaad 
for  half  a  florin,  the  expences  of  obtaining  justion  would  be  ao  much  Vtyr, 
which  would  certainly  be  an  advantage.  If  cheap  cottons  and  cheap  obm 
be  a  blessing,  why  should  cheap  law  be  an  evil  ?  But  there  is  no  danger 
of  the  highest  talents  and  learning  being  at  the  Bar,  to  be  had  in  this 
country  for  half  a  florin.  The  education,  without  which,  a  man  cannot 
appear  to  advantage  at  the  Bar,  is  too  cx|)ensirc  and  tedioiis  to  admit  nf 
any  such  ruinous  competition.  The  theatres  are  not  ahut  against  any 
claimants;  but  competition  does  not  lower  the  salaries  of  good  acton. 
The  literary  market  is  an  o|>en  one;  but  the  terms  hare  been  continually 
rising  within  the  last  thirty  years.  Noti^ithstanding  the  complaint  af 
improper  admissions,  the  fees  of  Barristers  are,  compared  with  the  prices 
of  commodities,  far  higher  now  than  ever  they  were.  Respeclabiiity 
forsooth !  Every  man  of  tense  will  endeavour  to  preserve  a  character  for 
respectability.  But  what  test  can  secure  general  respectability  ?  In  the 
present  day,  every  man  must  stand  or  fall  by  his  own  respectability,  and 
not  by  that  of  others.  A  man  can  always  answer  for  himself;  and  more 
is  not  required  from  him.  The  Master's  Decree  from  Oxford,  Cambridge, 
or  Dublin,  would  afford  but  a  very  slender  guarantee  for  respeelabilfty ; 
though  it  might  diminish  the  number  of  candidatee  for  admission,  ami  nar¬ 
row  the  choice  of  the  public.** 

The  Chronicle  might  have  referred  to  its  next  page  for  an  axampfe 
in  support  of  its  last  remark,  were  a  particular  example  necessary 
to  shew  what  every  one’s  personal  observation  will  serve  to  prove. 
Mr  Mulock,  whose  disgusting  calumnies  have  been  the  subject  of  a 
trial  on  the  Oxford  Circuit,  was  one  of  those  persons  whose  qualll- 
cations  are  supposed  to  be  established  by  the  mere  fact  of  their  oaving 
had  University  educations.  I 

The  requisition  of  an  University  qualification  would  ensure  little 
in  point  of  education,  less  in  point  of  manners,  and  nothing  whatever 
in  point  of  morals.  It  would  in  effect  be  only  a  pecuniary  barrier^ 
and  the  expense  of  the  academic  course  would  be  a  tax  imposed  on 
admission  to  the  Inns  of  Courts,  for  the  conversion  of  the  profession 
into  a  monopoly.  But  it  will  render  the  Bar,  argues  the  Standard 

a  gentleman-like  profession” — it  may  be  desirable  that  the  profet- 
sion  should  be  like  a  gentleman,  but  it  is  infinitely  more  to  be  wished 
that  it  should  be  like  a  Lawi/er,  and  competition  is  better  calcukttfi 
to  the  latter  object  than  a  narrow  monopoly.  The  law  of  Eogiaod  is ' 
a  lock  requiring  first-rate  craftsmen,  and  if  we  prefer  the  fine  gentleman 
to  the  smith  in  his  working  habits,  we  must  e’en  lay  our  account  witl^ 
hampering  the  wards. 

The  endeavour  to  attempt  a  Bar  Monopoly,  involving  as  it  does  % 
public  use,  and  certain  pestilent  aristocratical  assumptions,  Is  not  Am 
be  considered  as  a  matter  afi’ectiog  only  an  unpopular  body  of  mcn^ 
and  should  be  watched  with  a  close  and  jealous  attention.

CAPRICES  OF  ENGLISH  JUSTICE.

JcMfs  of  in  inh/^^nt  d^itd’s  life ! ! !  Wh^,  we  have  known  she  times  this 
measure  of  punishment  inflicted  on  a  buy  for  stealing  three  or  four 
applet,*  and  three  months  imprisonment  has  been  the  sentence  for 
dtttroytttg  or  purloining  the  eggs  of  partridges  or  pheasants.  Id 
meting  out  punishments,  ouf  Magistrates  and  Judges  generally  deal 
in  the  gross,  and  a  sentence  of  ten  days'  coofluemeut  is  one  of  unu- 
Mal  le^iy  4br  (u^  oflWeee  t  bow  then  has  it  happened  to  be  applied  to 
•o  sad  a  barbarity  as  that  described  ?  We  cannot  suppose  that  Judges 
have  any  peeuUar  sympathy  with  cruelly,  but  it  is  passing  strange 
flow  often  they  extend  particuUr  indulgence  to  Uie  perpetrators  of 
ahacki  >g  outra'^,  The  public  antipathy  in  such  cases  may  induce 
them  to  incline  unduly  to  the  prisoner,  under  the  apprehension  of 
being  carried  away  by  the  common  and  natural  sentiment  of  abhor* 
rence.  We  know  not  how  to  account  for  the  motives,  but  we  have 
too  repeatt;dly  observed  the  fact. 

In  the  above  instance,'aooLher  inconsistency  is  remarkable,  namely, 
that  had  ilie  prisoner  being  indicted  for  the  common  assault,  he  would 
have  been  visited  with  a  heavier  punishment  than  has  been  consequent 
upon  an  assault  causing  death.  Had  Uie  poor  child  lived,  the  ruthan's 
penally  would  have  been  severer  than  that  which  is  inflicted  for  the 
injuries  causing  her  death.  , 

The  looseness  and  severity  of^the  law  are  the  causes  of  these  ano¬ 
malies,  so  reproachful  to  a  civilized  people.  A  man  is  found  guilty 
•under  a  heavier  term  of  accusation  than  should  properly  apply  to  his 
ouse.  Tlic  Jury  recommend  to  mercy,  and  the  whole  field  is  open, 
in  which  either  Uie  Judge’s  severity  or  indulgence  may  expatiate  to 
she  exU*me»t  poinfs.  Tlie  vagueness  of  tiie  law  makes  the  despotism

A  single  adjective, I 
as  fashionable,  amiable,  honourable,  accomplished,"  will  ai.iwtr  j 
ordinary  purposes  of  pretension,  but  if  the  object  be  to  pick  |iocLdi| 
without  risk  of  the  Old  Bailey,  a  double  epithet  must  be  resoritd  ls.j 
For  instance:  all  traders  are  respectable,  provided  they  pay  iLeir  rrutl 
and  taxes,  go  to  church  occasionally,  aud  have  fow  hilU  dishonoufciljl 
but  the  respectability  would  be  in  jeopardy  in  any  gre^t  irausaciiunl 
of  trade,  unless  reinforced  by  the  powerful  word  apuleut.  If  you  heud  I 
your  horse  to  a  liveryman  for  sale,  with  a  coinini:»>ion  to  buy  yutfl 
another,  and  the  dealer,  pretending  to  sell  him,  retains  the  aukialiorl 
his  own  use,  and  fobs  you  off  with  a  rip  which  he  was  toosi  auswuiI 
to  get  rid  of,  charging  you  a  difference  and  commission  foriUiup”!

In  mast  cotmirian 
of  the  world,  the  prosperity  of  a  place  is  indicated  by  the  com\fvrte  mad 
the  luxuries  enjoyed  by  the  inhabitants,  and  by  Iks  respectnkie  appeSt* 
auce  and  elegance  of  their  habitations  i  but  hare,  U  oeems,  the  mostlA 
of  the  people  is  only  to  be  Judged  of  by  the  number,  MagniiuiU,  and 
splendour  of  temples  and  uwnast erics,'* 

It  may  console  us  for  the  deficiencies  of  Britain  in  Tetnple*buildNig, 
to  And  that  the  Barbarian  Burmans  are  so  vehemently  acklieted  to  tho 
practice;  and,  as  w'e  know  by  tlit  best  authority,  the  righteous 
prosper,  the  F'nglish  prosperity,  without  the  Churches,  is  a  stronger 
indication  of  ^righteousness  than  the  abundance  of  the  Burmese 
Churches  without  the  prosperity. 

Tlie  Burmans,  it  must  furtlier  be  observed,  have  made  no  progress 
in  social  improvement,  notwithstanding  their  propensity  fur  building 
Temples,  and  we  have  the  authority  of  lire  Reviewer  for  saying  that 
their  King  acts  the  tyrant  over  his  Ministers,  and  his  Minister  op|>reMet 
the  people.  VVe  should  say.  indeed,”  adds  the  Quarterly,  **  if  we 
are  to  admit  the  aceounts  of  travellers  to  l>e  eerreot,  er  nearly  so,  that 
the  Burmans,  instead  of  advancing  in  civilisation,  have  retrograded 
several  degrees  in  barbarism.”

iiitence,  and  truth,  and  what,  for  a  better  term,  may  be  Mlled  freshness. 
By  this  we  mean  that  immediate  dealing  with  nature,  which,  in  regard  to 
l^atroelus,  satisfies  you  that  life  has  rery  recently  left  the  body ;  and  which, 
in  regard  to'the  other  two  6gures,  conrinces  you  that  all  is  instinct  with 
life<-i-with  one  pervading  principle  of  animation.  This  is  perceptible,  to 
an  almost  miraculous  degree,  in  the  right  limb  of  the  Ajax,  and  the  left  of 
his  Trojan  antagonist.  The  latter  figure  i*  beautifully  modelled ;  having, 
in  effect,  from  the  nature  of  the  muscular  action,  and  in  more  than  one 
respect,  the  richness  of  a  painting.  The  Ajax,  however,  is,  as  it  ought  to 
be,  the  Artist's  masterpiece.  The  conscious  power — the  moral  determina* 
tion— expressed  in  the  countenance,  is  supported  not  only  by  physical 
indications  from  structure,  but  atso  by  moral  indications  from  action, 
through  the  whole  figure,  which  is  that  of  a  hero  or  demi-god :  and  what 
■nrprises  most  of  all  is,  that,  notwithstanding  the  gigantic  size,  there  is  a 
L’ghtness  and  elasticity  of  limb,  a  harmony  of  proportion,  which  remind  one 
at  once  of  the  Apollo  and  the  Hercules.  Everything  here  bears  the  impress 
of  genius ;  and,  when  the  outline  of  Ajax,  from  the  extremity  of  the  right 
foot  to  the  bending  of  the  arm,  has  been  dwelt  on  for  a  few  moments,  the 
observer's  feeling  is  that  the  Artist  hat  modelled  under  an  influence  like 
that  of  inspiration.  His  mind  is  obvionsly  embued  with  the  spirit  of 
ancient  sculpture  in  its  highest  specimens ;  and,  if  we  do  not  greatly  err, 
this  work  is  the  proudest  instance  of  rivalry  which  modern  Europe  can 
pHch  against  ancient  Greece.  Mr  Macdonald  has  stndied  at  Rome  ;  and, 
while  familiar  with  the  works  of  Canova  and  Thorwaldsen,  we  know  that 
k«  is  a  most  enthusiastic  admirer  of  the  ancients.— STco/tman.

They  who  bare  witnessed  the  performance  of  this  piece  can  teit% 
the  unavoidable  circumlocution  we  have  been  drawn  into  indeseribiog 
its  story;  indeed,  to  make  it  clear,  we  could  not  be  more  ^  brief, ”  er 
less  tedious.” 

Of  the  performers  we  have  little  to  say,  except  in  terms  of  eulogy. 
Miss  Kelly's  performance  was  remarkable  for  its  affecting  truth  and 
energy;  her  fixed  attitude  ^  while  her  father  is  privately  divulging  to 
her  his  dreadful  tale ;  and  her  sudden  drop  on  her  knees  and  bunt  of 
feeling  when  he  arrives  at  the  point  of  confession,  were  singolaify 
pathetic.  We  must  also  compliment  the  author  on  his  homigeto 
female  stedfastness,  even  in  the  face  of  guilt  and  utter  destitution  of 
friends:  the  affecting  speech  Catherine's  father  makes  when  ske 
resolves  to  remain  by  him,  unshaken  to  the  last,  brought  to  our  reroen- 
brance  a  passage  which  we  think  the  noblest  complimeot  ever  paid  to 
woman : —

Without  going  into  our  correspondent's  calculation,  which  strikes 
us,  liowever,  as  exceeding  probabilities,  we  agree  entirely  as  to  the 
advantage  of  unceasing  agitation,  and  the  formation  of  societies  for 
tlie  promotion  of  the  great  object  in  view. 

Mr  Otway  Cave  is  setting  an  example  which  ought  to  he  followed 
by  other  well-disposed  public  men.  The  country  should  be  moved 
in  every  quarter.  We  have  the  example  of  the  Irish  Catholics  imme¬ 
diately  before  us,  and  should  profit  by  it. 

At  Leicester,  MrOiwayCave  made  the  following  forcible  remarks:— 

**  From  all  circumstances,  what  inferences  were  to  be  drawn  from  ths 
conduct  of  Government  or  Parliament — for  they  were  nearly  one  and 
the  same  thing  1  Once  in  every  $0  or  30  years,  after  evary  oxertioa 
had  been  made  to  impede  and  prevent,  some  measure  was  extorted  from 
them  by  neceKsity  ;  and  this  proved,  ihat  till  the  people  should  take  iheUr 
affairs  in  their  own  hands,  there  would  be  no  firm,  steady  coursa  of  good 
government.  The  question  they  were  now  to  consider  was — what  would 
be  the  best  mode  to  obtain  Reform  ?  and  he  would  answer,  it  could  oaly 
be  obtained  by  the  strong  force  of  public  opinion,  combined  with  oircum* 
stances.  Questions  of  reform  should  be  agitated  iu  detail;  and  tlicn« 
having  successfully  levelled  the  outworks  and  shaken  the  tower  of  corrup* 
tion  to  its  very  base,  it  would  tumble  to  the  ground  of  its  own  accord* 
Every  subject  of  reform  should  be  taken  and  attacked  separaUly.  They 
should  contend  for  reforms  in  the  law — for  reforms  in  tha  Church— for 
reforms  in  Corporations,  and  for  reforms  in  the  Colonies,  Thedalayeof 
the  law  ought  to  be  obviated — the  expense  reduced;  its  meaning  sp 
clear  and  intelligible  as  not  to  admit  of  being  distorted  ;  and  it  should 
no  longer  be  a  reed  to  the  poor,  and  a  two-edged  sword  in  tha 
hands  of  the  rich.  Ue  would  point  attention  to  the  Churoh,  particularly 
of  Ireland,  where  there  existed  a  perfect  anomaly.  The  revenuae  wera 
supplied  by  men  professing  another  religion ;  and  in  some  places  iheva 
were  Ministers,  but,  literally  and  truly,  no  congregation  at  all.  Let  tll9 
Meeting  examine  the  manners  and  conduct  of  the  Clergy  of  England, 
particularly  the  high  dignitaries  in  the  House  of  Lords.  The  ona  liad 
got  up  Petitions,  and  the  others  made  speeches  in  the  House  of  Lords, 
to  prevent  the  shackles  of  restraint  being  removed  from  the  civil  righia 
of  their  fellow-countrymen.  Nay  more,  the  Duke  of  Wellington—sa 
soldier  who*  had  passed  his  early  >ears  in  the  tented  field,  and  had 
grown  grey  in  victory — read  a  lesson  of  humanity  and  religion  to  tha 
Bench  of  Bishops,  who  ought  to  have  been  foremost  jn  rcficinuieitding 
reconciliation,  peace,  and  good-will  to  all  men.  The  Duke  declared  that 
he  would  willingly  sacrifice  Ins  life  to  save  ony  month  of  aiVil  warfare. 
But  the  men  who  were  robed  in  ecclesiastical  raiment,  and  whose  great 
Master  had  taught  them,  *  If  thou  art  smitten  on  one  side,  turn  the 
other  also,* — these  cried  out  to  blow  the  trumpet  of  civil  warfare  in  their 
native  land;  and  instead  of  raising  their  prayer*  for  discord  to  cease, 
they  littered  blasphemous  asniralions  for  vengeance  on  the  Catholics. 
They  trampled  oo  their  sacred  obUgatioos— they  perverted  tho  doctrinee 
of  the  altar,  to  eeoure  their  own  aggrandieement  and  peraonai  privilegae,^

Wli^a  he  rushes  in  upon  discovering  the  loss  of  his 
BOPey,  Vis  attitude,  countenance,  and  even  his  hair,  reminded  us 
oieifully  of  the  well-known  print  of  the  old  performer — we  cannot 
uak  of  his  name — in  the  same  character.

MARYLEBONE  SELECT  VESTRY. 

Bim, — I  must  request  the  favour  of  couiinunicating  with  yonr  corres* 
poodent  of  last  Sunday,  oh  the  subject  of  the  affairs  of  the  parish  of  8t 
Marylebont,  through  the  channel  of  your  pa|)er. 

As  an  individual  member  of  a  Committee,  it  would  little  become  me  to 
assume  an  authority,  and  to  plctige  my  opinion  as  that  of  the  body  of 
which  1  am  only  a  pan ;  but  individually  1  oan  assure  your  rorrespcHsdent, 
that  1  have  ever  advocated,  and  shall  ever  advocate,  the  principle  which 
lie  ia  to  desirous  should  be  the  guide  of  the  Parochial  Cunuitiviee  of  St 
Marylebonc— “  That  every  rate-payer,  however  low  his  rate,  should  pos¬ 
sess  tke  right  of  naming,  with  the  highest  rate-payer,  the  person  to  whoin 
he  would  entrust  the  power  of  taxing  him  — and  I  can  assure  him,  that 
whatever  shade  of  opinion  may  exist  among  the  Committee  on  this  point,  | 
gcmerally  the  Committee  are  desirous  that  the  principle 'of  the  elective 
franchise  should  be  extended  as  far  as  possible,  to  promote  the  general 
itilerests  of  the  parishioners.  < 

In  proposing  to  the  poor  but  industrious  householder  a  Parochial  Rent, 
by  which  he  will  contrrhute  a  part  of  his  hard  earnings,  1  should  feel  dis- 
grouad,  and  undeserving  the  confidence  of  my  brother  parishioners,  unless 
1  eoueurved  with  your  correspondent,  **  that  the  poor  man*s  shilling  of 
payment  is  to  him  of  more  consequence  than  the  rich  man's  j>ound;**  and 
tlmt  the  sum  of  17s.  6J.  as  a  half-yearly  rate  is  more  felt  by  him  than  by 
by  the  person  who  pays  seventeen  or  twenty-seven  pounds. 

1  have  ever  held  that  the  quaiitlcatiou  of  the  amount  of  property,  as  a 
principle,  is  most  erroneous — that  the  rich  should  have  no  extended 
right  from  the  acquisition  and  enjoyment  of  property— that  the  right  of 
franchise  belongs  to  the  person  of  the  rate-payer  as  much  as  to  the  amount 
of  property  paid  for. 

Yhe  great  defect  in  Mr  8turges  Bourne's  Select  Vestry  Bill  is,  that  it 
give*  tho  right  of  voting  totite  property  rather  than  to  the  individual  pa- 
risbioaer  paying  rates.  Now  the  man  who  holds  to  the  amount  of  ten  or 
twenty  pounds  a-year  is  even  more  interested  in  the  raising  and  proper 
application  of  parochial  taxation,  than  the  jierson  who  holds  to  the  amount 
of  two  hundred  or  two  thousand  a-year;  many  a  burd-w'orking  man 
paying  in  parish-rates  from  one  to  two  weeks*  produce  of  his  labour,  while 
ho  who  bolds  from  200/.  to  2000/.  a-year  is  never  in  any  instance  taxed 
in  the  tame  proportion  of  his  income  ;  and  even  if  he  was,  the  privation  to 
thepoor  man  would  be  greater  than  to  the  rich  man. 

li  le  monstrous  that  our  legislators  should  invariably  consider  that  indi¬ 
vidual  happiness  is  of  little  consequence,  but  that  the  welfare  of  the  afllu- 
cntubould  be  the  leading  consideration  of  their  votes.  AU  our  institutions 
partake  too  much  of  an  aristocraliual  feeling  ;  wc  are  too  feudal  in  all  our 
visws  for  the  prosperity  and  happiness  of  Engiishinen,  For  the  welfare  of 
the  entpirc,  we  must  become  as  democratic  in  practice  as  we  arc  in  theory. 
Let  the  people  but  be  in  earnest  ns  to  Reform,  let  them  but  array  their 
r/rrng/A,  and  they  must  he  successful.— 1  have  the  honour  to  he,  Sir,

The  Hop  Market  has  bad  little  BticcqlaiioD  in  it,  as  tliere  it  no  loo|;rf 
any  doubt  as  to  the  result  of  the  cn);)s. — Kent  Hops,  of  the  isrciiciu  beavia, 
have  in  several  instances  been  bargained  for  at  10  to  11  guiucos  per  csl 
The  Corn  Market  has  been  pretty  steady  ;  but  it  is  the  general  opinioo, 
that  there  will  be,  ere  long,  a  material  rise  in  the  price— the  necc*aitie» of 
the  farmers  coinpeliing  them  to  bring  their  produce  almont  iiiunodiatelj  tj 
market  :  the  supply  expected  within  the  present  and  the  a|>|)roAehiB' 
month,  may  prevent  any  considerable  alteration  until  October,  it  is  said, 
and  we  believe  correctly,  that  Ministers  have  cauaeU  official  isquiries  la 
be  made  ns  to  the  real  extent  and  condition  of  the  harvest,  iu  the  pria(  i(i«l 
districts;  and  that  as  far  as  tliey  have  gone,  they  do  not  afford  grousdia 
warrant  the  adoption  of  any  extraordinary  measures,  for  the  supply  of  ae 
country. 

The  accounts  from  the  manufacturing  districts  are  unfavourable.  A 
large  failure  at  Manchester  is  spoken  of,  and  letters  from  Scotland  »utr, 
that  failures  are  expected  at  Glasgow.

tion.”  Another  exclaims—^  Behold  onot  more  a  nspiiire  of  the  bond 
of  amity  and  conAdence  which  united  the  people  to  the  Mooafchl 
Onoe  move  behold  lire  Court  with  its  ancient  rancorous  feelmgs, — the 
emigrants  with  their  prejudices,— the  priesthood  with  its  hatted  of 
liberty— interposing  betwixt  France  and  her  Kino.  What  she 
has  gained  by  forty  years  of  toils  and  of  misfortunes  is  wreBitd 
from  her;  what  she  repels  with  all  the  power  of  her  wiR« 
with  all  the  energy  of  hor  desire,  is  forcibly  tm;io«ed  e^xm  her.*® 
Scarcely  any  other  subject  is  notic^ :  their  columns  are  Ailed,  day 
after  day,  with  eloquent  appeals  to  the  country  against  the  new 
Minuter*,  who  are  assailed,  collectively  and  individually,  with  the 
weapons  of  argument,  invective,  sarcasm,  and  ridicule,  which  the 
able  writers  of  the  democratic  newspapers  of  Paris  wield  with  an 
ability  worthy  of  the  inHuence  which  their  political  character  and 
immense  circulation  have  created.  This  battery  is  the  more  form!* 
dable  in  consequence  of  the  deficiency  of  talent  and  character  on  the 
other  side.  The  Gazette  Je  France  is,  we  believe,  the  only  daily 
paper  which  advocates  die  Royalist  cause  (for  the  A/onileur,  a  mere 
official  organ,  goes  for  nothing  in  this  reckoning ;)  and  does  not 
exhibit,  on  this  occasion,  the  exultation  which  would  result  from  con¬ 
fidence  in  the  duration  of  the  Royalist  triumph.  The  new  Ministry 
is  it  seems,  to  be  dittinguislied  by  energy  ;  but  great  pains  are  taken 
to  persuade  the  public  of  their  respect  for  the  Charter ;  and  even  thus 
early  some  political  refurmt  are  talked  of,  such  as  the  throwing  open 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies  to  young  men,  instead  of  maintaining  ther 
limitation  which  excludes  all  under  40  years  of  age.  As  another 
symptom  of  a  desire  to  conciliate,  it  is  meiit*'oned  that,  contrary  to  the 
usual  practice  in  such  cases,  the  uuder-secrutarics,  tko.  in  the  publ(e 
offices  have  not  been  turned  out  by  their  new  chiefi,  to  make  way  fur 
the  friends  of  die  Utter;  thus  avoiding  much  individual  hardaliip,  and 
some  iitjury  to  the  intorests  of  die  state. 

Seeing  these  signs  of  the  times,  and  recollecting  what  has  recently 
hap|>ened  in  England  in  regard  to  a  Tory  niinisirv  which  commeneeii 
its  career  with  anything  but  public  favour,  we  cannot  put  entire  f.itib 
in  the  predictions  of  the  French  Liberals  ai  to  the  speedy  downfilt  of 
the  Royalist  Cabinet;  but  it  will  assuredly  have  a  difficult  gante  to 
play ;  and  unless  it  agreeably  disappoints  the  expectations  of  thu 
French  people,  by  falling  in  with  the  inesistible  march  of  impreve- 
inent  in  France,  it  will  either  be  quickly  overthrown,  or  if  it  m>un- 
laiiM  itself  for  a  while  by  arbitrary  force,  will  produce  a  convulsiou 
such  as  Charles  X  now  Hide  dreamt  of. 

The  Russian  official  accounts  of  the  passage  of  the  army  of  Count 
Dieditscii  over  the  Balkan  mountains,  have  been  published.  The 
skill  of  the  operations  detailed  is  worthy  of  the  high  reputation  of  that 
Commander,  lie  withdrew  in  the  night  the  troops  investing 
ShoumU,  and  directed  their  march  southward  to  the  mountain  pasiet, 
while  their  place  was  cautiously  supplied  by  the  forces  released  from 
the  siege  of  Siiistria.  The  Grand  Vizier  was  dms  led  to  supple 
his  enemy  inactive,  and  was  nut  undeceived  until  die  Russiaa 
columns,  driving  before  them  some  feeble  and  unprepared  Turkish 
divisions,  had  passed  the  summit  of  the  formidable  ridge  by  two  pas** 
sages,  and  opened  a  direct  road  to  Constantinople.  We  may  now 
expect  very  interesting  news  from  this  quarter.  Loitters  from  Cow* 
stauUMople  describe  the  Turks  as  getting  dispirited  with  these  reveries  ; 
bm  die  Sultan  maintains  his  resolution  widi  a  noble  constancy.  In 
Alia  tlic  fortune  of  war  is  scarcely  less  favourable  to  the  RiiSHiani : 
General  Pasrewitscu  clatmi  a  brilliant  victory,  including  the  cap¬ 
ture  of  a  Pacha  and  a  whole  Turkish  camp.  The  Turks  are  stated  to 
have  lost  2000  men  in  killed  and  prisoners. 

We  have  received  letters  from  Furls,  dated  Thurid  ty  morning.  At 
that  lime  nothing  official  had  been  promulgated  relative  to  the 
reported  fvsig nation  of  the  new  Minister  of  War,  General  Oouemont. 
The  Kmo  was  said  to  be  unwell,  and  the  UauFuiN  1ms  expimed 
much  dissatisfaction  at  some  of  the  changes.  r  •

political  journals  published  in  Paris,  and  still  ^ea ter  with  respect  tn 
the  Provincial  papers.

Having  satisfied  them  as  to  this,  and  as  to  its 
manageability,  by  a  variety  of  involutions  and  evolutions,  ^  gave  them  a 
specimen  of  its  speed,  and  drove  seven  or  eight  tiroes  round  at  the  rate  of 
sixteen  to  seventeen  miles  an  hour.  It  is  diflScuIt  to  say  whether  the 
company  was  more  pleased  or  surprised  at  these  unequivocal  proofs  of 
Mr  Gurney*s  success.

Jilt  Bboikiium  exprrssetl  in  strong  terms  tlie  iudignation  which  the 
ui)fe«*iuig  conduct  of  the  filaintifT  had  excited  in  every  breast ;  and  he 
c?^ressc^,  in  a  masterly  manner,  the  monstrous  conse(|uenc,es  that  would 
follow  from  the  positiou  laid  down  by  Mr  Williutiis,  that  all  the  wife's 
wgayffig  apparel  was  the  otisoliite  projierty  of  the  husband.  The  plaintitt' 
had,  by  his  bhitnl  conduct,  rendered  it  impossible  for  his  wife  any  longer, 
conii*t4*ntly  with  the  least  regard  to  her  own  safely,  to  reiiiuin  any  longer 
uader  hut  roof;  aud,  having  compelled  her  to  abaudou  what  ought  to  have 
been  her  home,  he  now  sought  by  thw  action  to  strip  her  even  of  her  body 
clutliM,  Athl  leave  her  actually  naked.  He  trusted  that  the  law,  however 
barbeWeus,  could  not  be  made  the  instrument  of  so  much  ciuelty.  This 
action^  which ^bh Id  have  been  base  and  iiifamons  at  any  time,  was  ren¬ 
dered  peculiarly  revolting  by  the  circumstaneu  w'hich  he  well  knew — that 
his  vnlHiiipy  wife,  destroyed  by  his  cruelty,  was  now  lying  n  corpse. 

A'!#  JuiRice  lltTimV  here  suggestedio  the  plnintifTs  Counsel  the  projiriety 
of  |>#ttfbg  an  end  to  thfs  iialnfiil  cause  by  withdrawing  a  Juror,  and  they 
strongly  pressed  this  reCnrtunendaliun  u]»on  his  attorney,  uho  stated  that 
lie  WHS  bound' by  the  most  peremptory  itistructious  to  proceed  with 
the  Iflirt. 

Sgt^Mh  Perry  itat(*d  that  she  was  servant  lo  Mr  Tate :  lie  used  her 
mistress  very  ill.'  On  ohe  Dcrnsion  he  struck  her  on  the  head,  niid  knocked 
her  down  ;  and  when  |he  got  up  he  knocked  lK*r  down  a  second  time;  he 
then  beat  lier  over  the  back  wdlh  the  fire  shovel.  On  another  occasiou  be 
ctaMked  (dnslicd^  her  heiid  npon  the  table  ninny  times,  until  she  bled  at  the 
eyes' and  nose.  Witneirs  fomembert  her  master  riding  into  the  kitchen  on 
horseback,  and  hiding  uhoai  It,  when  her  mistress,  who  was  then  near  her 
conlliHMNcnf,  wot  in  the  kitehen^  and  swearing  aqd  rating  at  her.  WitnesM 
has  also  teen  hYin  pnvh  her  out  of  doom  with  great  violence,  using  ut  the 
aamWtiiire  tlie  most  abnsivo'tiingunge ;  her  master  was  drunk  nt  that  time, 
■.  but  he  fkreT{uencly  beat  herewith  his  lists  when  he  was  sober.

The  Jdry  retired  for  about  half  an  hour,  and  on  their  reiera  into  (w 
fotjiid  a  Terdietfor  the  Defendantt — a  verdict  which  was  rcceived^^ 
f  viderlt  inarkt  of  satisfaction  by  every  person  in  Court.  ’**** 

Auoust  7.— Poking  and  Roaring. — Sagar  e.  Hownbi.— Thjg  ^ 
an  action  to  recover  the  price  of  a  horse  (50/. J  which  had  beea  purcksJd 
6n  a  wafrairty  of  perfect  soundness  ;  but  which,  according  to  the  evideo 
of  the  Plaintiff',  turned  out  a  roarer” — “  as  bad  a  roarer  (said  oae  mk 
Bess)  as  ahy  horse  upon  earth.”  The  horse,  he  said,  looked  as  a  e!l  u 
hoise  could  look;  but  the  way  to  try  a  horse  was,  to  tie  his  head  to  a  waiL 
and  hold  a  stick  to  him— and  he'd  soon  roar  out  at  you.  (Laughter.)  ^ 

Mr  BaotGiiAif,  for  the  defendant,  contended  that  the  real  qnwtkm 
whttber  the  horse  was  sound  when  the  plaintiff  bought  him?  Whether 
he  was  sound  last  assizes  or  not,  was  a  question  which  had  no  more  to  do 
with  the  present  cause  than  with  any  other  cause  in  the  list.  Now  it 
appeared  that  the  condition  of  the  horse  bad  only  been  tried  on  one  orra- 
sion,  and  that  by  tying  him  up  to  a  wall,  and  then  |H)king  hi'n  with  a  stirk 
— a  ceremony  extremely  likely  to  provoke  a  roar  from  a  horse,  whether  he 
was  in  a  sound  or  unsound  state.  Poking,  bebefreved,  was  not  an  tufaliihle 
criterion.  There  was  a  case  in  point,  which  might  convince  the  Jury  that 
the  test  of  poking  was  not  to  be  implicitly  relied  upon.  It  had  happened, 
in  a  neighbouring  eonnty,  that  a  stranger  had  gnined  admission  into  ih# 
stables  of  an  exalted  pemonago,  who,  in  addition  to  other  good  ihisgi, 
possessed  nn  excellent  stud  of  horses.  The  stranger,  it  would  seem,  was 
a  |X)kcr,  for  as  soon  as  he  got  into  the  stable  ho  gave  the  horses  a  eood 
poking  alt  round;  and,  natnrally  enough,  eaeh  horse,  upon  feeling  liw 
stick,  sent  out  a  roar.  **  Why,”  exclaim^  the  poker  to  the  Kishop’s eoteh- 
inan,  “all  your  horses  are  rtMirers."  Now  there  was  a  high  saying,  ibu 
a  bishop  ought  not  to  bo  a  striker;  but  as  that  ndmoniliou  did  not  estesd 
to  a  bishop's  coachman,  Che  latter  no  sooner  hoard  the  sweeping  dcnuiKhi- 
tion  of  the  stranger,  than  he  dealt  him  a  poke,  which  speedily  was  auswerH 
by  a  roar.  “  Why,  God  bless  me,”  exclaimed  the  coachman,  “  yoa  mm 
lx*  a  roarer  too.”  (Loud  laughter )  The  fact  was,  that  poking  waisa 
imperfect  criterion  either  for  man  or  beast,  both  of  whom  U|K)n  licing  Iwla- 
boured  with  a  stick  were  very  likely  to  roar  out.  Now  ho  (Mr  Uroughas) 
would  show,  that  when  the  horse  left  the  dofendant,  he  was  perfectly  mudJ. 

Several  witnesses  w'ere  then  caliud,  who  stated  that  the  horse  when  sold 
to  the  plainlift'  was  free  from  all  unsoiindness.

Mr  Baron  Gaurow  :  Whst  do  you  say,  young  woman  ? 

Witness  (weeping) :  I  said  that  1  am  sure  he  loves  me.  (This  avowat 
produced  an  extraordinary  expression  in  the  Court  in  fawour  of  the 
I  prisoner,  in  which  the  Jury  actually  joined.) 

I  Mr  Maltby  had  a  couimunieaiion  with  the  father  of  the  girl,  who  wai 
the  prosecutor,  and  then  addressed  the  Court,  fie  said  that  aAer  what 
had  been  staled  by  tho  young  woman,  the  prosecutor  was  anxious  that  the 
proceedings  should  be  carried  no  further  if  his  Lordship  should  consent  to 
the  pro]>osiiiou — [Here  was  a  burst  of  applause.] — The  young  women 
had  expressed  to  her  family  an  unceasing  nnection  for  tho  young  men,  and 
he  was  willing  to  make  any  reparation  in  his  power. 

Mr  Gunnino,  Counsel  for  the  prisoner,  said  that  his  client  felt  moat 
grateful  for  the  merry  which  had  been  shewn  to  him  ;  and  ho  trusted,  when 
ho  hccanie  united  to  the  object  of  his  afTections,  that  for  the  uTeclion  which 
she  had  shewn,  he  would,  ns  long  ns  he  lived,  never  give  her  a  tnomcnl't 
pain,  but  behave  towards  her  like  a  gootl  husband. 

The  Prisoner  liowod,  and  looked  with  great  afferlinn  towards  the  girl, 

Mr  Baron  Gauiiow  said,  the  proceedings  were  not  quite  regular ;  but  hn 
was  not  disposed  to  criticise  them.  He  did  not  feel  it  his  duty  to  insist  on 
the  public  prosecutor  proceeding  with  the  trial  after  what  had  taken  pUea. 
When  he  first  cast  fiis  eyes  upon  the  prisoner,  he  observed  that  there  wan 
less  of  the  chararlor  of  ferntnty  about  him  than  of  any  man  he  had  ever 
seen  placed  at  the  bar  of  jiisiiee,  and  the  Judge  was  not  tho  last  {inrson  to 
feel,  on  witnessing  one  of  the  most  diatressing  scenes  imaginahie ,  h# 
joined  in  the  involuntary  expression  of  the  Jury  in  favour  of  the  accused* 
The  Judge,  however,  darcMl  not  lei  private  feeling  lake  place  of  publip 
duty.  It  appeared  that  through  the  intervention  of  friends,  the  young 
woman  having  avowed  her  unalterable  nfibciiou  for  the  prisoner,  and  her  ’ 
wish  to  be  united  to  him,  all  parlies  were  of  opinion  the  feeling  of  tho 
young  woman  should  be  consulted,  and  she  would  ha  bound  to  him  in  the  * 
closest  ties  for  life.  The  friends  had  arranged  that  they  should  bo  united 
in  wedlock  |  and  as  there  was  no  evidence  to  prove  ho  had  coiDiidUed  ibo 
crime  imputed  to  him.  the  Jury  would  say  ho  was  oot  guilty ;  but  if  ong 
individual  in  Court  dared  to  express  either  niqirobuUon  or  dUap^irobatimi 
of  the  verdict,  he  would  send  them  to  prison. 

Verdict — Not  Guilty. 

Mr  Baron  Qahiiow  :  Let  the  prisoner  be  discharged.

Ldward  Uuvill  was  seen  behind  tho  door  with  a  pistoi 
in  kis  hand.  Peter  Greasley  was  aUo  seen  to  taka  a  pistol  in  hie  hand  4 
whilst  the  women  showered  down  bricks,  shoemaker's  lasts,  and  otli^ 
missiles,  from  the  up|»er  window,  upon  the  officers.  Middap  succeeded  in 
fixing  a  croW'bar  Ivetweon  the  deor  uud  the  door'|K>st,  so  as  to  force  U  opaa 
about  six  inches,  but  the  erow-lmr  was  forcibly  drawn  into  the  bouse  bf 
some  person  on  tbo  inside.  MidJap  then  took  up  a  last,  which  he  inserUKl 
under  tho  door,  and  endeavoured  to  lift  it  off  thf  hinges,  upon  whiob 
another  of  the  oiii<u.*rs  named  Harrison  called  out  to  him  to  take  oara,  M 
there  was  a  pistol  (loiiited  at  him  between  the  door  and  tha  door*poaL 
Harrison  struck  at  iho  muxale  of  the  pirtol  with  a  crow  bar,  huionly  kU 
tho  door-iMMt.
